T H E T A X E S W E PAY. 


The Eagle is frequently asked what 
will be the tax rate on property in 
Bryan under the new enorm ous State 
tax and the special road tax on the 
$$100,000 bonds voted in road district 
No. I. 
The rate bas been published 
once before, but for the benefit of all 
we herew ith republish it as follow s: 
City tax rate, $1,13 on the $100 valua­ 
tion; State tax rate, 55 cen ts; county 
rate, 45 cents, and road bond tax, 62 
cen ts; total, $2.77 on the one hundred 
dollars valuation. 
T hose living out­ 
side of Bryan, but in road district 
No. I, w ill pay this am ount less the 
city tax of $1.15, leaving $1.62 on the 
hundred. 
T hosel iving in the country, 
but outside of road district No. I. w ill 
be exem pted from the 62 cen ts road 
bond tax and pay even $1 on the 
hundred.

crops, to build our soils and to pro 
vide a suitable rotation for diversified 
farming.
